Oil  Monday  morning 
Jolinston  Cliite,  relict  of 
Nicholas  W.  Murdoch,  died  at  (he 
residence  of  lier  daughter,  Mrs.  H.  W. 
Casey,  30!)  Brock  street,  aged  over  nine- 
ty J  ears.  D<?ce;ised  had  been  in  declin- 
ing health  for  some  time  and  quietly 
passed  away  from  the  effects  of  old  age. 

The  estimable  lady  was  born  in  South 
Fredericksburg  township  in  1810.  She 
was  the  daughter  of  Maj.  John  G. 
Chite,  a  U.  E.  loyalist,  who  came  with 
the  original  biind  to  Lennox  coiinty. 
She  was  married  in  1833  to  Mr.  Mur- 
doch, another  descendant  of  the  loyal- 
ists. Kev.  Robert  McDowell  pcrfonned 
the  ceremony.  In  1860  they  removed  to 
Newburgh,  Mr.  Murdoch  being  a  car- 
l^enter  contractor.  There  he  died  twen- 
ty-nine years  ago.  Ten  cliildren  were 
born,  of  whom  seven  now  survive,  Mrs. 
Casey,  Mi's.  W.  H.  Miller,  Kingston; 
Mrs.  G.  E.  Smith,  Boston;  John  Mur- 
doch, Bath;  James,  Rochester;  Tlioni- 
as  J}.,  Napanee,  and  Charles  A.,  Water- 
town,   N.\. 

Three  brothei-s  survive  the  deceased. 
They  are  John  G.  Cluto,  Najxaneej 
David  A.  Clute,  South  Fredericksburg-, 
and  Henry  T.  Clute,  Toronto.  Her 
youngest  and  only  surviving  sister, 
Miss  M.  M.  Clute,  died  on  Tluu-sday 
last  at  her  brother's  resiclenee  in  Fred- 
eiicksburg. 

Mrs.  Murdoch  retained  her  faculties 
to  the  last.  Her  remembrance  of  early 
events  was  vivid  and  accurate.  She  re- 
called her  father  showing  her  the  Uni- 
ted States  fleet  passing  through  the 
Upjser  gap  during  the  war  of  1812-15. 
She  was  a  wouum  of  bright,  vivacious 
manner,  well  read  and  intimate  with 
l)aS!-ing  events.  She  was  eminently  a 
liome  woman,  devoted  to  her  family  and 
friends.  She  was  a  Presbyterian  and 
highly  esteemed  in  Newburgh,  where 
much  of  her  life  was  spent.  Eight  years 
ago  she  came  to  Kingston  to  reside 
with  her  daughters.  The  funeral  occvns 
on  Wednesday,  her  remains  being  taken 
to  the  Memorial  church,   Fredericksburg,

Your  latest  lettiir  of  kiarcii  30th  nas  just  arrived,    and  I 
wish  to  reply  while  the  ^/ound  caused  by  your  letter  ie   still  painful. 

Ycur  desire   to  know  the  maiden  naF.a  cf  i'villiam  eraser's 
wife,    and  your  renuest   tiiat  I   supply  you  with  the  name  of  the   r'r.^sbyterian 
minister  is  appreciated.   Alas.'    There  is  no  minister,   l^or  do   the  records  of  this 
church  go  back  far  enough  to  be  of  aseistance   to  you.    vifilliam  Fraser  and  his 
wife,   iiilisabeth,    settled  in   tha  next  tOKnsiiip  above  this  villaf-e  in  the   summer 
of  1784.    V.illiam  Fraser  diea  in  1788.   lilizabeth  re-married  in  1791  in  the  Anglican 
Church  in   that  Townsnip.   The  first  i'resbyterian   records   (marriages  and  a  fevr 
baptisms)    began   in  1798.   bo  what  I    The  records   to   v«hich  I   have   just  referred  are 
in  maiiuscript  form  and  may  be   seen  in  the  Library  of  Queen's   University,   Kings- 
ton,  Ont.,    Canada.    The   first  Pres.   minister,    Kev.    Robert  lAcDowall,    came  from 
Albany,   i\i.    Y.,    in  1798.   iiis  church  was  burned  about  18<.8,    since  which  time  there 
has  been  no   such  churcn. 

I   suspect  tnat  ypu  nave  misunaerstccd  my  letter,    ana  i  v.lsn 
to  taJce  ttiis  opportunity  to   set  you  at  rights.    I  have  been  an  amateur  genealogist 
for  twenty  years  and  in  the  past  have  done  considerable  research  for  various 
people.   I   have   some  six  hundred  files,    dealing   with  our  early  families.   I   spent 
a  year  in  Albany    ana  practically   all  my  spare   time  was  taken  up  by  this  engross- 
ing subject.    During  most  of  these  years  I  htve  been  interested  in  our  Tory  fam- 
ilies.  In  the   course  of  this  research  I   came  on   tne   problem  of  Vililliam  Fraser 's 
wife  s-na  her  possible  descfeint  from  bir  hilliam  Johnson.   Assuming    thfit  where  there 
is  smoke  there's  fire,   I   have  ke^ t  tne  problem  in  the  back  of  my  mind  whenever 
I   searched  mew  records.   All  tnis  being  so,    I  feel  confiaent  that  i  am  qualified 
to   s  eak  on   such  matters,    iind   ".iien  I   say   that  Commcinder  Clute's   searcn  vdll  be 
costly,   I  meun   just  that.      There  are  leads  in  Ottawa,  Kcntreai,   Toronto,   Kings- 
ton and  Kapanee  which  must  be   ex  'lored  before  an  answer  can  be  given.   To   elabor- 
ate:   William   Fraser  was  married  when   he   settled  in  this  vicinity   in  1784.    He 
was  born  in   bcotland  and  came   to  Canada  about  1776  with  his  regiment.    In  1761 
he  v.'as  transferred  to  a  Tory   regiment,   and  in  1785  went  to  Kingston,    Ont.,   v  hen 
his  regiment  founded   thy  first  britisn  settlement.    In   the  follcvin.-  year  he  re- 
moved to   this  area,    he  died  in   1788. 

i\!ow,    .or  iiiizabeth:    bne  mii^ht  Jriave  been  ^A.  iirabeth,    thti   ^.-Idest 
daughter  of  bir  William  and  Molly  Lrant.    She  might  have  been  the;  daughter  of 
Sir  V.illiam  and  Caroline,    the  niece  of  King    Hendrick,    the  Mohawk   sachem  who  v/as 
killed  at  Lake  George  in  1755.    btiQ  mignt  have  been  bir  Williejn's   daughter  by 
any  of  several   dozens  of  clandestine  unions   foi-  which  the  baronet  was  infamous, 
bhe  might  have  been  a  grand-daughter  of  Sir   I'dlliara  by   his  half-breed  sons, 
William  ana  brant,    children  of  Caroline.   She  might  have  been   bir  John's  daughter 
by  Clare  i^utnam,    or  some  otiier   foolisn  virgin.    That,  i:jli2;abeth  was   sponsored  by 
Jotei   Ferguson  ana  Magdalen  Jonnson  means  little,    for  this  pair  sponsored  several 
otner  infants   ba^)tised  at  Kingston   by   the   Rev.   Joiin  Stuart,    but,    the   several 
references  in  obitui.ries  of  iiliiiabeth's  descendants  would  lead  to   believe  that 
there  is  a  relationship.   The  iJLizabeth,    daughter  of  Molly  brant,    is  stated  to 
have  married  Dr.    Robert  Kerr,    of  the   same  Tory  regiment  to  which  ^lilliam  Fraser 
belonged.  'There  are   several  references  to  tMs  in  loctl  histories  of  this  jerc- 
vince.

I   v.'ish  you  luck  v.ltn  the  Commander's  re  uest.    but  yen  will  need 
to   dig  very  dee^.,ly.   I   could   suggest  a  week  in   the  Jjominion  Archives  in  Ottawa, 
Canada.  And  v>'hile  ^ou  are  here  in  this  country  you  should  spend  a  like  time  in 
the  Archives  at  Toronto.   This   I   have  often  wished  tc   do,    but  have  never  got 
around  tc   it.    I  am  also   told  that  there  is  a  great  deal  of  material  in  Chicago 
and  in  the  arcxiives  of  the  uisccnsin  Historical  Society.   There  might  be  some- 
thing in  the  many  mouldy  records  of  the  dormant  Lennox  and  Addington  County 
(cur   county)    liistorical  Society   in  Napanee.    I   say  triis  because  iiilizabeth' s 
second  husbajid  was  one  of  our  early  members  of  parliament.    If  you  should  come 
this  way  -^   shall  be  pleased  to   let  you  peruse  my  notes  of  Molly  brant,    /i/illiam 
Fra&er,   Timothy  Thompson  and   the   Clute  family.

I  received  your  letter  Latarday  mominf^  and  procsedcd  to  comply 
with  your  instructions  re  Fraser-Cluta  families.  I  visited  the  SaiidhurBt,  Ceia- 
etery  aua  investij^atod  thu  papers  in  tne  posdeBsion  of  Jcnus  Garriecn.  Tne 
former  I  am  enclosing  ia  tliit  letterj  the  latter,  unf  or  tuna  tuly,  were  com,)risyd 
mainly  oy  some  very  rumpled  clippingt;  vrdch  I  elreedy  have.  One  item  ci  interest 
I  copied — a  deed — wiiich  najnar  the  daushters  of  Adjutant  y/m.  Fraper  and  their 
husbands,  as  siiov.-n  b^  item  1£  of  the  iJotes  on  Fraser  Family. 

I  have  copied  only  these  items  which  I  considered  had  a  bearing  on 
your  ancestors.  There  ie  much  mere  bearing  on  collateral  branches  icsuing  from 
children  of  John  G.  and  Jeari  (Fraser)  Clute.  These  last  I  dc  not  think  you 
require.  In  this  connection,  I  am  una?/are  of  Just  hor,'  much  you  already  knew  cf 
thase  families,  and  I  nave  used  my  jud!;:ment  as  to  what  to  send  you.  I  st.i;nd 
corrected  if  my  judf^ment  has  been  y,Tong. 

At  this  point  I  wish,  if  i  niay,  to  elaborate  on  thi  infcnnation 
I  am  enclosing,  pcintin/j  out  the  significance  of  the  material  (presented,  as 
well  as  suggesting  future  lines  of  investigation. 

1.  Clute  Family,  page  1,  I  ccnpider  these  notes  en  .Nev,*  York  Str.te  Clutcc 

to  be  of  importance.  As  you  know,  these  names  are  Dutch,  v/hich  narrc\is 
the  line  of  search.  I  ver:^    strongly  suspect  that  the  young  errant  lad 
mentioned  under  July  4,  1780,  who  started  to  join  the  enexc.^-   and  then 
changed  his  mine,  is  the  Gradus  whc  later  came  to  Canada,  possibly  by- 
way of  Montgomery  County.  I  sup,g'sst  th/st  you  rrite  to  f^iss  Fdna  L 
Jacobsen,  Manuscripts  Division,  iiew  York  State  Library,  Albany,  N.Y., 
asking  her  for  the  name  of  some  reliable  p^^rson  to  conduct  a  search   ' 
in  the  early  records  of  Albany  Ccmty  for  this  family.  It  is  very  poss- 
ible that  tide  step  might  uncover  the  marriage  of  Gradus  and  Sarah 
Piavens,  as  well  as  tb^  ba^-.tismt  of  th^'ir  chJLldren,  Peter,  Ricberd 
Donike,  I-'ereta  and  Jonn  Gradus  (sec  Clute  notes,  page  4), 
2.  The  fact  that  Gradus  and  Sarah  Clute,  daughter  cf  George  Ilavent-,,  c:p^  lied 
for  land  on  the  sace  date,  15  Nov.,  1797,  aimcrt  certainly  shows  theK 
man  and  wife.  Their  son,  Jo!:m  G.,  beinr;  born  in  1785,  shotvs  that  thty 
were  married  in  -J.S.,  prior  to  ccning  ^.^   ^"n'-.ds.  This  should  prove  a 
very  infcnaativs  lead  to  further  data. 
5.  'age  5.  Note  that  s^illiam  Gerret  Clute  vas  born  .IiliX1^4XiK>.  Aug.  4, 
iei<:.}  also  that  fraser  G.  Clute  was  bom  in  1812.  I  feel  sure  tnat 
this  child's  proper  name  was  ?»illiam  Fraser  Garret  Clute,  Am  I  not 
rijht? 
4. In  the  oast  i  h..v<,  v-ritten  numerous  letters  in  search  of  information  re 
Adjutant  William  Fraser.  I.^ost  cf  these  letters  have  gene  to  the  Public 
Archives.  Their  reply  (see  item  7,  page  5  of  Fraser  Family  Notes)  ^'^ves 
a  few  items  which  I  already  kne'.*'.  They  ::=lve  cnly  a  surerficial  search 
of  records  that  tney  have  alread^y  indexed.  There  are  many,  many  more 
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documents  which  they   will  not  review,   giving  as  excuce  that  they  are  short- 
staffed  and  cannot  undert^ike  extensive  search.  For  instance,   I   should  like  to 
know  the  following:

I  suspect 
ha  was.  As  you  wiix  ncte,    she  was  elb  years  old  fherx  aha  became  a  widow. 
Ha  nad  ten  years  service  as  a  soldier  at  that  time,   as  well  as   5  years  ^ 
as  a  settler  Ux  r'reaericksiargh.   he  must  liave  been  35  cr  40  years  of 
a?;e.  / 

5.  Who   «ere  the  three  male  cidldrei*  with  bin  V7>iea  he  settled  in   I'Vedericks- 

burgh?     Thecensus   taker  mighu  have  made  v.  mistake  and  rcisct.lled  them 
boys  when  they   should  have  h^on  girls.  This  I  doubt,  because  Jane,   who 
married  Glute,    was  uot  bciXi   o^itil  1788 .   I   do  not   think  that  he   had  any 
children   oy  liiizabetii  when  hu   o«ttl-;d  in  1734,    I    thmk  tJi^y  ware  all 
born  after  Octooer,   1764. 
G,   I   also  v,oader  ^hai,  io  oaid  in   Zu-::  comments  on  officers  of  the  34th  Reg*;t» 
I   have  seen  sacii  lists  in  Gtta^^a,   but  a-t  thut  time  I  v.e.z  looking  for 
someti'dng  else. 

Those  are  but  a  few  of  tiie  unanswered  qaestioas  re  Wm,  Freser.  The  answers

Clute,  Hon.  Roger  Conger,  judge. 
Of  0,  E.  L.  stock;  Dutch  descent  on  father's  side;  s.  late  Richard  R. 
and  Hannah  (Wright)  C;  b.  nr,  Picton,  Ont.,  Aug.  18,  1848;  e.  Stirling 
Grammar  Sch,  and  Albert  Coll.,  Belleville,  Ont.,  (LL.B.,  1875);  m4  June, 
1875,  Rosa,  d.  late  Ify.   Corby,  Belleville,  Ont.;  barrister,  1875;  K.  C, 
1890;  successfully  practised  his  pfof.  at  Belleville,  and  was  frequently 
apptd.

George  Drewry,  B.A.,  studied  law  in  the  firm  of  8ixa  Clute,  McDonald  &  Mc- 
Crimmon  before  1895  when  he  was  called  to  the  Bar. 


Wilson  S.  Morden  graduated  from  Queen's  University  with  B.A.  in  1888,  and 

LL.B.  in  1894.  "Having  promised  the  study  of  iaaoc  the  legal  profession 
under  the  supervision  of  R.  C.  Clute,  K.C.  (now  Mr.  Justice  Clute), 
he  was  called  to  the  Bar  in  1892,  and  was  associated  in  the  practice 
with  Col.  W.  N.  Ponton,  until  1896,  when  he  became  the  junior  partner 
in  the  firm  of  Clute,  Williams  &  Morden, 

Peter  Redner,  a  boy  in  1793,  had  a  son,  Lewis,  who  married  Jane  Clute,  the 
great-grandaughter  of  a  British  officer  who  served  under  Lord  Howe  at 
Tyconderoga.  The  Clutes  came  as  loyalists  from  Montgomery  County,  New 
York,  and  settled  in  Fredericksburg h.  Mrs.  L.  Redner 's  father  was 
Richard  G.  Clute,  the  proprietor  of  the  first  store  in  Picton,  and 
credited  with  being  the  commander  of  the  first  steamboat  that  plied 
the  Bay  of  Quinte.  Other  members  of  this  prominent  family  include: 
justice  R.  C.  Clute,  who  is  a  nephew  of  Mrs.  Lewis  Redner;  and  John 
S.  Clute,  who  served  in  Fralick's  Dragoons  during  '37,  and  was  for 
twenty-seven  years  collector  of  customs  at  Picton. 
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
